An orderly “Sir, 
it is 8 o’clock. 
““‘Make it so!"" commands the captain. 
Now, if the Captain is not to be found 
immediately on the hour, the hour is not 
struck when the sun dictates. No orderly 
man crosses the threshold of this ship's 
palace until he has stood there at attention 
and been bidden to enter by the Captain. 
When the ship is in action all the pretty 
and comfortable things are out of the cabin 
and brawny jackies, stripped to the waist, 

Stand behind the big gums. 

A doorway leade out of the cabin into the 
Captain’s stateroom, It is little, but there 
is all the furniture strictly needed in a 
sleeping and dressing room. The Captain’s 

rivate bath—just as complete as at the 

*lanters’—is off from the stateroom. The 
Captain’s meals are served in his cabin. 
Save when he has visitors or a superior 
officer is on board he lives in solitary 
grandeur in the cabin. He always sleeps 
there no matter if an Admiral should be on 
board, for nobody can turn a Captain out 
of his cabin. Admiral Watson slept on the 
transom in Capt. Maynard’s cabin while he 
was aboard the Nashville when she was 
in the Cuban blockade. This transom, by 
the way, is nothing like the transom of 
landsman’s Knowledge. In former days 
this piece of furniture was a folding ar- 
rangement, which is the only explanation 
for the name. It is a most comfortable 
place to sleep. 


The captain’s cabin for luxury and state, 
but for jollity, comfort and a knowledge 
of what reaily clean fellows these naval 
officers of ours are, you must be a guest 
in the ward-rnom. The wWard-room is where 
the officers below the captain live. 

It is a fine place; The impressionable 
mind would want to live there always, ald 
a day's residence within its confines makes 
one yearn for gold anchors, bars, oak 
leaves, or any of the insignia that alone 
gives authority for a permanent residence 
in the ward-reom. The ward-room in- 
cludes the staterooms of the officers and 
their mess-room, which is also an excellent 
lounging place. 

The wardroom is just forward of the 
Captain’s cabin, and connected with it DY 
the passage through which you enter the 
latter. The storerooms open off of this 
passageway. They cannot be called com- 
modious, but they approach the feminine 
term “‘lovely’’ in appointment, 

The messroom is the width of the ship, 
probably 3%) feet. Its other dimension is 
about 15 feet. There is a transom at eacn 
end, a pretty sideboard and numerous com- 
fortable chairs. Six large portholes show 
the outside world, and a thatch lets in a 
flood of light from overnead, falling di- 
rectly on the long dining table in the cen- 
ter of the room. Blectfic fans regulate 
the atmosphere. Three Japanese servants 
attend to the officers’ mess.

: THE PRESIDENT. 


SAYS HIS DUTY IS DONE. 


The General Was Actuated Solely by 
Considerations of the Health 
of the Army, 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—“The President ié 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and my 
superior, He has approved the findings of 
the Wade Court of Inquiry. Therefore, I 
have no comment to make. It would be an 
unsoldierly act were I to do so.” 

Gen. Miles thus replied to a reporter who 
aeked him what action he would take in 
view of the adverse report. 

“Will you formulate a protest to the Pres- 
ident?” was the next question. 

“No. sir.” replied the General. 

“Will you inspire a congressional investi- 


gation?”’ 

“No, sir.” 

“Do you believe Congress will rectify the 
matter?’ 

“IT do not know what Congreés will do, nor 
have I any means of knowing in advance 
what verdict an investigation might deve!- 


op. I have no comment, criticism or state- 
ment to make in this matter, and you may 
take it as certain that any alleged inter- 
views or intimatione to the contrary said to 
come from me or near me are wholly and 
unqualifiedly false. 

“T was and am row actuated solely by the 
’ eonelideration of the health, lives and in- 
' tegrity of the army. My duty is done.” 

Inquiry was made as to the status of the 
officers criticised and what course they 
might pursue. It was stated that as a mil- 
- {tary legal proposition it was impossible for 
any action to be taken by the officers ag- 
~ grieved. They might demand a court of in- 
quiry, but the Wade court was a ¢ourt of 
inquiry which recommended that no further 
action be taken. This being approved by 
the President precluded any further in- 


uiry. 
In Administration circles it is hoped that 


no more will be heard concerning the beef 
controversy.

| Thomas Mulrooney Gets a Permanent 
Injunction Preventing Closing 
of His Water Pipes. 


The Court of Appeals Tuesday overruled 
the judgment of the Circuit Court of St. 
Louis County in denying Thomas Mul- 
rooney a permanent injunction restra:ning 
Frank Obear and George Deavers from 
levying a water tax on him as a resident 
of Hodiamont, and ordered that a perma- 
nent injunction, as prayed, be issued. 

Obear and Deavers succeeded the Ho- 
diamont Realty Co. in 18%, having been 
assigned all its rights and business. In 
1891 the company purchased ten acres of 
land where the suburb of Hodiamont is sit- 
uated, and divided it into city lots and 
built houses upon it, which they offered 
for sale. 

As an inducement to buyers they im- 
proved -their property by laying a water 
pipe from a St. Louis water main through 
their property and fitted up each house with 
a system of water pipes. The water sup- 
ply was paid for pro rata by the property- 
holders, 

Mulrooney purchased one of the dwell- 
ings through this inducement and paid his 
tax with the other propertyholders enjoy- 
ing the benefits of the St. Louis water 
works system. 

In 1896 Obear and Deavers purohased all 
the rights and interests of the company in 
Hodiamont. They attempted to exercise the 
same privileges that the company had ex- 
ercised. They began by laying a tax for the 
use of the water main. Mulrooney refused to 
pay it,claiming that Obear and Deavers had 
no right to lay euch a tax. They threat- 
ened to shut off the water supply if he did 
not pay the tax. He applied to the Circuit 
Court of St. Louis County for a permanert 
injunction restraining them from resorting 
to that measure, claiming that all the prop- 
ertyholdere in Hodiamont had an equal 
right to the use of the main and that no 
one had a right to use it for private ben- 
efit. The Circuit Court denied the applica- 
tion and an appeal was made to the Court 
of Appeals, 

In overruling the lower court the appel- 
late judges say that Mulrooney, when he 
purchased the house, took the same right 
the company held, and that as the water 
supply partly induced him to become a 
buyer and was reasonably necessary to a 
proper enjoyment of the property the de- 
fendant should be restrained from forcing 
him to pay water tax by shutting off his 
water supply.

Should we succeed in arranging the sec- 
ond special train then the second will leave 
Little Rock Monday evening at 5 o’clock. 

Tickets are good on either train, as well 
as all regular trains, and will be good for 
returning until bie wage ig May 17. The 
extra train will consist of Pullman sleeping 
cars, chair cars, coaches and baggage. The 
time on the road will not exceed 16 hours 
and may possibly be cut to 12 hours and 30 
minutes. The Cotton Belt Line promises 
to give us all possible conveniences, and 
the committee contemplates arranging to 
provide such other necessaries so that the 
passengers may secure light lunches and 
refreshments on the train and thus save 
breakfast time. 

The fare will be $10.46 round trip, sleep- 
ing cars extra, and if possible new tourist 
cars of the Pullman company will be se- 
cured, with a probable reduced rate from 
the regular Pullman sleeper. 

The city of ‘Little Rock, by its Board of 
Trade, Mavor and Municipal Assembly, 
Citizens’ Committee, Business Men and 
Turnverein, have strained every possible 
means and offer a good programme, and 
they have set the time aside of the turn 
fest as general holidays.

TWO MURDERERS MUST HANG 


Missouri Supreme Court Aprroves the 
Sentences of Rice and 
Headrick, 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 9.—Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Supreme Court met this 
morning and affirmed judgments in the 
murder cases of Carroll M. Rice and John

Take 
two hard-boiled eggs, cut che white into 
thin strips and crumb the yolks; sprinkle 
over the lettuce and serve with mayon- 
nalse dressing. 


WAFFLES.—It ts practically a waste of 


time and material to bake waffles and then 
pile them up on a plate In a warming oven 
to steam and become tough. If you want 
a waffie to look inviting and keep its shape 
have your batter thick, but if you want 
something that will taste better and be 
delicate and tender have the batter as thin 
as you can bake it. That is the chief 
secret in the process of waffle-making. 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD.—This bread 
should never be made at night, as it rises 
much faster than white flour bread, and an 
over-night rising would therefore be too 
long. For one quart of wetting (milk, wa- 
ter or milk and water) use a compressed 
yeast-cake (or its equivalent in any other 


yeast), one level dessertspoonful of salt 

two tablespoons of sugar or molasses. 

these ingredients, having the wetting 

warm and dissolving the yeastin wa wa- 
ter In a cup. and then add enough w 
wheat, or gluten, flour (the same), to 

a medium batter; beat until perfec 
smooth, and stand in a warm place to rige, 
When light, atir down and add enou motc 
flour (first stirring, then kneading) to make 
a soft dough. nead fully ® minutes or 
until it is fine-grained and elastic, then 
shape into loaves, put into png and allow 
to rise until light. Bake for one hour in 
a moderate oven. The sweetening y be 
omitted if preferred. A full yeast-ake ia. 
not really necessary unlees one wishes to 
hurry the process. Three-quarters or even 
half of the cake will give perhaps a better , 
if slower result, 


ORANGE PUDDING.—First make a bate 
ter by beating two eggs, four ounces of 
fiour and one-half pint of milk t.wether, 
Flavor this with grated orange rind, pour it; 
into a greased basin, tie over with a cloth | 
and boil for an hour. Remove the cloth, let 
the steam escape, turn out and serve With 
orange sauce poured round It. 


TO CLEAN YOUR WHITH STRAW 
HAT.—Try this plan: First brush it well 
with cleen Water, to remove all dust, and 
allow it to dry, then dissolve one teaspoon. 
ful of oxalic acid in a quart of boiling wa- 
ter, dip the hat into this and rub well. Dry, 
and then stiffen with white of egg or a 
clean transparent size. If necessary, 
the brim with a hot iron. Same paeele du 
rot dip the hat into the water, but merely 
wipe it over with the mixture and afterward 
wipe it with clean water to remove any 
stickiness there may be.

FRANCHISE TAX AN EXAMPLE 
TO OTHER STATES. 


The Ford Bill Attracts Favorable No- 
tice Throughout the Union—A 
Long Step Forward.

The law enacted by the late Legislature 
of New York to tax as real estate the 
“franchises” of corporations using or occu- 
pying public property is a revolution in 
systems of public finance. It is a more 
progressive measure to exact revenue from 
corporations than any that has been adopt- 
ed in thegWestern or Populist States. 

As othér cities wl doubtless follow New 
York in legislation providing for taxing 
franchises, the provisions of the law of 
that State on the subject should be care- 
fully studied.

We may expect, if the Ford law stands 
the tests of the courts, that city fran- 
chises will be taxéd in all of the cities 
of the country. As a matter of fact, the 
corporations having the use of the streets 
of cities have been having a picnic. Their 
properties return a larger income for the 


money invested in them than any other 
kinds of property, and they are very lightly 
taxed—that is, lightly when the value of 
the franchises granted to them is taken 
into consideration.

LONDON, May 9%-—Andrew Carnegie, 
asked by your correspondent to give his 
reasons for selling his vast interests in the 
manufacture of iron and steel, referred with 
indorsement to an interview with him print- 
ed in a London paper yesterday. 

In this interview Mr. Carnegie was asked 
if he had sold from fear or dislike of the 
trusts, and was quoted ad replying: 

“The trusts have never frightened me 
and the Carnegie Steel Co. has no occasion 
to be afraid of them, ae it is the greatest 


property of its kind the world has ever 
seen, or probably ever will see. 

“I did not sell out because business was 
not prosperous; it never was 60 prosperous, 
nor were its prospects ever so good. 

‘I sold in pursuance of a policy deter- 
mined upon long since, not to spend my 
old age in business, struggling after more 
dollars. I believe in deveioping a dignified 
and unéelfish life after 6.’’ 

Mr. Carnegie’s attention was calléd by 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent to a para- 


graph in a ‘London paper which referred tod 
his famous declaration that ‘‘to die rich 
is to die disgraced,”’ and asked what he 
Was going to,do with the $20,000,000 he had 
amassed, 

“Tell that editor,” replied Mr. Carnegie,

Those who knew him well in the days 
when he gave personal care to his interests 
tell of the quickness with which he adopted 
every mechanical appllance which came 
upon the market to cheapen production and 
improve quality. Carnegie went into the 
business with a bellef in its future, and 
instead of laying aside his first profits, as 
was done by more conservative men, he 
turned them back into the business as fast 
as’ they were earned. Personally he was 
aman of great energy, and all of it that 
he possessed, together with every dollar in 
sight, became factors in his business. In 
addition he had a wonderful faculty for 
surrounding himself with the strongest and 
brightest men in the business as soon as 
they gave promise of development. Mr. 
Carnegie was undoubtedly able to estimate 
the capacity of men to an unusual extent. 
He always expected the best results, and 
was satisfied with no other. The standard 
of his work was to constantly increase the 
tonnage of all output, as this rule led to- 
ward greater net profits and decreased 
average costs.

MARSHAL BOHLE MADE AN Eff- 
FORT TO HOLD HER PRISONER. 


HE WANTED THE FINE PAID. 


Under a Writ of Habeas Corpus Judge 
Adams Decided Against tht Mar- 
shal on a Point of Procedure. 


An interesting question in court pro- 
cedure arose Tuesday morning over the re- 
fusal of Unitéd States Marshal Louis H. 
Bohle to release Mrs. Lizzie Mack, who 
was fined $100 by Judge Adams on a charge 
of assaulting a Government mall carrier. 
It has been customary in the Federal 
Court, where a fine was imposed and the 
words, “stands committed until paid,” were 
not expressly stipulated, the accused would 


be permitted to go free and pay the fine 
on execution whenever the court deemed 
such action necessary. 

At the conclusion of her trial Monday 
Mrs. Mack walked to ths rear of the court 
room, but was prevented by Marshal Bohle 
from going out. 

Attorney W. S. Anthony, who represented 
Mrs. Mack, protested, but the Marshal was 
obdurate. (Mr. Anthony then appealed to 
Juldige Adams. 

“Wiy chHent,”’ he said, ‘‘as Mr. Bohle is 
construing this question, stards committed 
io jai! for thirty days. If I understand 
judicia] proceedings at all, that is not the 
meaning of the court. When the words, 
‘stand committed,’ are used, the prisoner 
is sent to jail for thirty days and release 
if unable te pay the fine.’ 

“Very well,”’ said Judge Adams; “you 
have ample recourse by making out a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus. 

This Mr. Anthony proceeded to do with- 
out delay. He was uphb@ld in his position 
by Tinited States Commissicner Gray and 
the district attorneys, while Circuit Clerk 
Crawford argued that Bohle was fright. 
The writ was presented to Judge Adams 
in his office at 1 o’¢lock. He glanced over 
it and then summoned the marshal. 

“If you desire to contest this matter,’ 
said the Judge, “I will have an iaenativg 
writ issued at 4 o’claek this -afterneon.”’ 
Mr. Bohle said he @esired to have it set- 
tled at once. | 
“Then,” said Judge Adams; ‘‘you are to 
understand that when a prisoner is mere- 
ly fined. it shall not be construed that he 
is committed to jail until the fine is paid. 
If I desire to have the fine paid on execu- 
tion I shall so state.’ 

“TIT have no wish to retain the prisoner,” 
said Marshal Bohle, “‘but it appeared to me 
that a prisoner should not be released until 
the fine was palid.”’

An autopsy was held Tuesday on the body 
of Thomas Kelly of 1819 Elliot avenue, 
foreman of Engine Company No. 5. He 
died suddenly Monday afternoon with 
symptoms which suggested poisoning. He 
expressed the belief before he died that he 
had been poisoned by a potion intended for 
William McCaw, the watchman at the en- 
gine house at Twenty-second and North 
(Market streets. 

Kelly was taken sick after returning 
‘from the asphalt plant fire. He went home 
and Dr. Thomas O'Reilly was sent for. 
‘He did not come at once and the con- 
dition of Kelly becoming worse Dr. J. T. 
Soraghan of Cass and Jefferson avenues 
was called in. Kelly told him that he had 
drank ‘the contents of a glass which he 
found sitting on a table at the engine 
house. He said he believed it contained 
poison which was intended for the watch- 
man. 

Kelly’s symptoms were those of poisoning, 
and Dr. Soraghan treated him accordingly 
and brought him relief. 

Dr. O'Reilly arrivéd later and took charge 
of the case. When Kelly died Dr. O'Reilly 
notified the Coroner and the police, and 
Coroner Lloyd ordered the autopsy. It 
was made Tuesday, but the result is not 
yet known. 

The members of Kelly's company say he 
was a‘ling all day Monday and scout the 
suspicion that he was poison 

Kelly had been 22 years in the Fire De- 
partment. 


YOUNG PHYSICIAN’S DEATH, 


Dr” William A. Brokaw Died of Heart 
Disease After a Very Short 
Illness. 


William A. Brokaw, a son of Dr. F. 
V. L. Brokaw, died suddenly at: his home, 
3200 Lucas avenue, at 3 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, of heart disease. 

The young man returned Monday night in 


apparently perfect health. About 1 o’clock 
his younger brother, Robert, who occupied 
the same apartment, was awakened by his 
heavy breathing. 

The boy immediately gave the alarm and 
in a few minutes Dr. F. L. V. Brokaw, the 
father, and Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw, a brother 
of the stricken young man, were at his 
bedside. 

Recognizing that the condition of the 
young man was very critical his father 
sent for Dr. Ellsworth Smith and Dr. Steer, 
who live near, and inside of 10 minutes 
they responded. 

The father and brother worked as never 
doctors worked before to save a life and 
the other two doctors earnestly seconded 
their efforts, resorting to every method 
known to science, but at 8 o'clock the 
young mar died. 

The doctors were agreed that his death 
was due to heart disease. 

Dr. William A, Brokaw was an unusually 
brilllant young man. He graduated three 
years ago from the Missouri Medical Col- 
lege at the head of his class. After spend- 
ing @ year as an interne at the City Hospi- 
tal he went to Berlin to get the finishing 
touches to his medical education. 

He returned from Europe las: Septem- 
ber and began the practice of his profes- 
sion with his father and brother at 3200 
Lucas avenue. He was in his 26th year. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
made. They will not be until two younger 
brothers of the deceased, who are at Prince- 
ton, arrive home. 


THOMPSON’S FREE SCHOOL TAX 


Case Reversed and Remanded by the 


Supreme Court. 

The case of the State of Missourt, 
Ziegenhein, collector, against Judson 
Thompson, in which the State, at the 
lation ef the Collector of Revenue of 
City of St. Louis, seeks to enforce the 


State’s lien against the real property of 
the Missouri Free School, of which Thomp- 
son ts the lessee, for $2064 back taxes, was 
reversed and remanded for a new trial 
Tuesday morning by Division No. 2 of the 
Missouri Supreme Court, because the taxes 
were not assessed against the lessee, in- 
Stead of the owner. 

On this point in the opinion, in which the 
other two judges, Sherwood and Burgess, 
concur, Justice Gantt Says. 

The tax bills aued on in this case disclose that 
the pare el of land upon which the State seeks to 
enfor: her Hien belonged to the Missouri Free 
Soli ol as owners. The petition declares that the 
aaid school is owner and that the defendant 
Thompson is a lessee thereof. There was no as- 
sesetnent of the leasehold of said Thompson by the 
assessor apd there is bo averment in the petition of 
the nature of his lease, the length of term or his 
liability to pay the taxes on the said property. 

It ia true that the attorney of the Missour| Free 
School pleaded [ts exemption from taxes under its 
«barter and averred that Thompsen was the owner 
of the building, but on trial the plaintifm? dis- 
missed as to the owner, the Missouri Free School, 
amd no averment of Thompson's interest was left 
in the record So that as the reeord stands he is 
subject to the payment of taxes upen the real es- 
tate of his landlord, which the collector concedes 
is exempt from taxation.

At the Social Settlement rooms, No, 
North Broadway, before an audience that 
showed great interest, Mrs. Anna Sneed 
Cairns made a strong plea for wens? 


suffrage Monday night, stating that 

no longer necessary to prove its desira 
bility, as in the four States—Wyomin 
Idaho, Colorado and Utah—and also 
New Zealand, where it was in full force 
the effects had been altogether beneficial. 

Mrs. Cairns gave some amusing instances 
of ignorant whites and negroes who could 
vote, Dut who sneered at the idea of edu- 
cated women exercising the _ § suffrage 
Women “didn’t know enough.’ She hag 
lived in Colorado and the women there ap 
peared to be more intelligent, more inter 
ested in public questions and more ready 
to do their duty by their chy and countr 
than in States where woman's suffrage was 
still denied them. At the same time, the 
homes of voting women showed no- sign 
of neglect. 

The speaker traced the growth of womar 
suffrage from the time W years ag 
when not a single woman couid vote or 
public questions in any part of the work 
untll to-day when 36 States and Territorie: 
had accorded women this right to a greater 
or less degree. She called attention to the 
fact that an Irish woman could now vote 
in her own country, but if she came to 

free America,” in many of the States she 
would lose this power. 

An interesting discussion followed the lec- 
ture, some of those present showing that 
they were still far from convinced.
